DECIMAL’ MONEY, 
APPROVED. BY BRITISH BANKERS. 
The Inatitute of Bankers recently 
published the report of a Committee 
appointed to inquire into the adoption 
of a ‘decimal coinage und the metric 
system of weights ‘and mensurés, and this 
report was adopted by the Council of the 

Institute on May 2nd. 

The repor; states that the existing system 
of weights and measures ig an obstacle to 
the extension of our foreign. trade, and 
‘that’ the “committee recommends the 
adoption of decimal coinage, chirfly with 
a view to the introduction of the metri¢ 
system of waights and measures, They 
state that the pound sterling must rehiain 
the unit of value, but recommend thot. 
instead of being dividel into 960 far- 
things, it shall be divided into 1,000 mils. 
Except that the half-crown may, and the 
threepenny price must, be discarded, the 
value of the silver “coins woulds remain 
unaltered. A shilling would still be 
1/20th of a pound or 5Y mils, the florin 
still 1/10th of a pound or’ 100 mils, 

An_ interesting point arose: as to the- 
volug of the coin to take the place of 
the penny, which ie worth 4/960ths of a 
pound. Tbe point wag whether tho coin 
should be 5/1000 or 4/1000 of a, pound, 
It was considered that a coin of 4 mils 
should be used, as the introduction of a 
6 mil piece would cause widespreal 
hostility to the change. 

The, Committee recommend that. the 
change shall not become offective until 
gome time after peace is declared and the 
reason is rather interesting. It is that 
under war conditions certain necessary 
alterations to mechanical aids,“ ¢g., 
adding and calculating machines cannot 
be made. The extent to which the use of 
theso machines has grown at home’ is ex- 
traordinary, It is doubtful whether 
nowadays the working at the Bankers’ 
Clearing House could be performed with. 
ant the use of these machines,
